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Center Development Involves 
Swapping Mall Space For Garage 


Downtown Plans 


New plans for development of the central business district were unveiled this week with the announcement

A three-story shopping and office center 
will rise on the site of the municipal parking 
lot behind Town Hall, and a three-level 
parking gargage will be built where the 
vacant Heartland Jr. building now stands, 
according to the town manager’s latest plan 
for developing downtown Andover. 

The new retail center, ‘‘Center Place,” 
would be the focal point of a new pedestrian 
mall ‘‘feeding onto’’ Main Street and 
“anchored” by the $3.2 million parking 
garage, Town Manager Kenneth Mahony 
told the TOWNSMAN this week. 

Annual town meeting will be asked to 
approve the plan by appropriating $2 mil- 
lion for the garage (Article 55 on the war- 
rant). Mahony added that the town would 
also put $1.2 million Andover recently re- 
ceived in two state grants for a new parking 
garage toward the project. 

Plans to build a town parking garage 
behind Town Hall were already underway 
late last year when Mahony learned that 
Robert Finlayson and Robert Webster of 
Bartlet Realty Trust were planning to buy 
the Heartland Jr. building from Purity Su- 
preme. 

The two Andover businessmen planned to 
expand the former grocery store into a $2.5 
million shopping mall, with offices on the 
second floor. 

Mahony said he contacted the new Heart- 
land owners immediately to discuss ex- 
changing their 1.5-acre site for the town’s 
one-acre site, because preliminary studies 
had shown the narrow parking lot parcel 
was ‘‘not suitable’’ for a parking garage 

The plan calls for ‘‘basically an even

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Andover Women In History 
Topic For Memorial Lecture

The Andover Historical Society will present its third annual 
Memorial Lecture, ‘‘Andover Women in American History,” 
by Dr. Donald B. Cole of Phillips Exeter Academy at 8 p.m. 
March 10 at the Kemper Auditorium of Phillips Academy in 
Andover. 

Dr. Cole will focus on the lives and careers of some of the 
notable American women who made their homes in Andover 
over the course of several centuries. The presence of so many 
prominent women is unusual for a conservative and rural New 
England town. It may be attributed, in the 19th century at 
least, to the existence then of the Theological Seminary which 
drew men with wives or daughters like Harriet Beecher Stowe 
and Elizabeth Stuart Phelps. 

Women who did not achieve fame will not be neglected. Dr. 
Cole, a native of Lawrence who graduated from Phillips and 
Harvard and served in the Pacific in World War II, will 
present a range of Andover women to show the significance 
historians now attribute to the role of women in American 
history.'Those women who did achieve national prominence 
did so largely with their pens. Anne Dudley Bradstreet, who 
came to Andover in the 1640s, became famous in both old and 
New England when her poems were published. She combined 
writing with the raising of eight children and creating a home 
in the wilderness. 

Moss Stuart was one of the greatest minds in the history of 
American Protestantism. Devoted to Biblical scholarship, he 
and his wife raised their nine children in Andover, the fifth of 
whom was Elizabeth Stuart Phelps, born in 1815. Although she 
is not well-known today, her first book sold more than 100,000 
copies in 1851, the year it was published, and became popular 
in Europe as well, both remarkable achievements. 

Elizabeth Phelps Ward, her daughter, achieved even larger 
success with her writing, but both suffered greatly from the 
conflict between inexorable domestic duties and their intense 
need to write. 

Harriet Beecher Stowe moved to Andover with her husband 
and six children in 1852, the year ‘“‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’’ was 
published. Few, if any, books in American history have had

such an impact on the American consciousness. Its effect is 
difficult to overestimate. Although she later moved from 
Andover, Stowe is buried here beside her husband. 

The women mentioned here are only a few of those Dr. Cole 
will discuss. The Andover Historical Society invites the public 
to attend the free lecture, given each year in memory of 
deceased members who have made a significant contribution 
to the society.

A delightful slide program investigates the fascinating 
history of Andover during the 1820s. Geared for family enter- 
tainment and narrated in the words of a young boy of the 
1820s, the program will be shown Sunday, March 6, at 2 p.m. 
and 3 p.m. at the -Andover Historical Society, 97 Main St. 
There is a small admission fee. 

Maps of this era show several well-established inland 
towns. Andover, like most early settlements anchored itself 
along a river. The Merrimack, then a thriving waterway, 
served as the northern boundary of the town, which consisted 
of three parishes, North, South and West 

Waterways of the Shawsheen River offered not only a 
means of transportation, but power for several mill villages. 

A toll road, the Essex Turnpike (Route 28) connected 
Boston, Andover and New Hampshire and functioned as the 
main South Parish thoroughfare. There the flourishing village 
center supported many businesses and new homes supplied 
evidence of growth. 

Gossip, news, political debate, letters, newspapers, as well 
as dry goods, imported spices, tobacco, glass, tinware, medi- 
cines and apothecary items, were readily available at local 
stores. Serving as centers of commerce and communication

for the village, such stores posted broadsides announcing 
auctions or newly arriving merchandise. The post-rider from 
Boston or Haverhill stopped there to deliver mail. Letters and 
newspapers were also delivered at Locke’s or Abbot’s Tav- 
erns where riders often lodged for the night. 


In spite of this commercial activity, most of Andover’s 4000 
citizens farmed the outlying areas. Typical farms consisted of 
barns, houses, fields for crops, pastures, woodlots, orchards, 
turkey and chicken coops and hog wallows. Closely tied to the 
seasons, each farmer, or yeoman, relied on his family to work 
the farm and maintain the home. Work roles were well known 
to all but the smallest child. During the slack winter season 
yeomen supplemented their incomes by woodworking, mak- 
ing shoes and pottery or other endeavors. 

The schoolmaster kept school three terms per year sched- 
uled around the farms’ seasonal tasks. Children attended 
district schools or Phillips, Abbot or Franklin Academies. 
Academy students boarded with local families which was the 
practice of the day. 


Sharing the hilltop location with Phillips Academy was the 
Andover Theological Seminary which educated ministers and 
missionaries in the Calvinist faith.

Andover History Noted At Bank 


Andover’s historis relationship with a donwtown bank build- 
ing was noted in a ceremony at BayBank Merrimack Valley 
Coroprate Headquarters on Main Street Tuesday. 

TRumbull C. Curtiss, chairman of the board and president 
of the financial institution, unveiled a bronze commemorative 
plaque explaining a brief history of the building at 23 Main 
St.., and the times it has undergone construction and renova- 
tions from 1890 to 1982. A major, four-story addition was 
completed and the vriginal structure preserved and renovated 
last year. 

At the same ceremony, Marcia Rooney, executive secre- 
tary of the Andover Historical Society presented to Curtiss, a 
certificate designating the building in the National Register of 
Historic Places.

The Andover Historical Commission, of which John D. 
Lewis is chairman, is a six-member state chartered board, 
whose primary function is the preservation of historic land- 
marks. BayBank’s property was among 501 structures recent- 
ly included by the Massachusetts Historical Commission in 
Andover’s multiple resource area. Another plaque will be 
placed on the building stating its designation in the Historic 
Register. 

Curtiss extended appreciation to the commission and Ms. 
Rooney and invited the Historical Society to use the public 
display cases in the bank. Ms. Rooney has accepted and 
expects to have an exhibit available for public viewing in the 
very near future.

The Lenten Series at Christ Church, 25 Central 
St., Andover, will continue with a presentation on 
the New Testament by Krister Stendahl, New Tes- 
tament scholar and preacher, on Wednesday, 
March 9, at 8 p.m. Dr. Stendahl is the Andrew W. 
Mellon Professor of Divinity at Harvard Divinity 


School where he teaches New Testament and the 
arts of preaching and worship. 

He taught Biblical Studies at Uppsala University 
in Sweden from 1951 to 1954. Since then he has been 
at Harvard Divinity School and served as its dean 
from 1968-79. 

Ordained a priest of the Church of Sweden in 1944, 
he was an assistant pastor in the Diocese of Stock- 
holm from 1944 to 1946 and chaplain at Uppsala 
University from 1948 to 1950. He was president of 
the Student Christian Movement in Sweden in 1954. 


Stendahl is the author of ‘“‘The School of St. 
Matthew and its Use of the Old Testament” (1954) 
and editor and co-auther of ‘The Scrolls and the 
New Testament”’ (1957). He wrote ‘‘The Bible and 
the Role of Women’’ (1966), ‘Holy Week” (1974) 
and ‘“‘Paul Among Jews and Gentiles” (1976). and 
has published numerous articles and essays in 
Swedish, German and American journals and ency- 
clopedias. 

Born in Stockholm, Sweden, in 1921, Stendahl 
received his Th.D. degree from Uppsala University 
in 1954. He studied in Cambridge, England, and in 
Paris in 1951 and was the recipient of the Guggen- 
heim Fellowship in 1951 and 1974. He is a Fellow of 
the America Academy of Arts and Sciences and a 
council member of the World Union of Jewish 
Studies. 


By publications and participation, Stendahl has 
been closely associated with the improvement of 
Jewish-Christian relations and chairs the Consulta- 
tion on the Church and the Jewish People (World 
Council of Churches). 


Krister and Brita Stendahl live in Cambridge and 
became citizens of the United States in 1967. Brita 
is a writer and a scholar in Scandinavian and 
Comparative Literature.

Two Articles Returned For 
Action By Town Meeting 


Two articles that had been withdrawn 
from the annual warrant, including one on 
Whispering Pines Drive, will be brought 
before town meeting after all, the select- 
men decided Monday night. 

Taking a final look at the 57-article war- 
rant, the board decided to return two arti- 
cles and withdraw two others. They had 
already inserted the articles, and were vot- 
ing only on what to withdraw. 

They did, however, reopen the warrant 
long enough to insert one new article and 
one rewritten article. 

The board allowed to remain on the war- 
rant an article inserted by John Doyle of 
Reservation Road, which instructs the se- 
lectmen to take legal action to nullify a 
ruling of the Essex County Commissioners. 
That ruling, made last year, accepted Whis- 
pering Pines as a public street, overruling a 
vote of 1981 town meeting to reject the 
street. 

Doyle’s article will appear as Article 22 
on the warrant. 

Town counsel had recommended with- 
drawing the article because he said it is 
illegal. But the selectmen decided this week 
to let town meeting vote on the article, even 
though the attorney general may later rule 
it illegal. Town Manager Kenneth Mahony 
said a lawsuit might be brought against the 
town if the article was not allowed to come 
before town meeting. 

The board also allowed to stay on the 
warrant a private article, Article 49, that 
would instruct the Planning Board to re- 
quire developers to ‘‘make the best feasible 
use of existing topography”’ within subdivi- 
sions. Town counsel had also found that 
article illegal. 

But Mahony said Stephen Cotton of Pome- 
ray Road, who inserted the article, has 
indicated that he will rewrite it — and that 
he would bring suit against the town if the 
article were withdrawn from the warrant. 

William McGarry of Bannister Road in- 
serted a new article asking for sewer serv- 
ice to his street, to be funded with 
betterments to nine houses on the street.

The manager estimated that it would cost 
$5,400 plus a $1,000 connection fee to bring 
service to each household, and called the 
request ‘‘justified as a health hazard.” 

McGarry explained that his house has a 
20-year history of septic system problems 
that can’t be solved, although other houses 
on the street have no problems. That article 
will be Article 53 on the warrant. 

The board substituted one article for one 
previously inserted concerning a small, tri- 
angular-shaped parcel on River Road. The 
original article had requested changing the 
minimum setbacks required in the Industri- 
al D zone, so the owners could build on their 
property. 

The manager said he found that article 
‘‘inappropriate,’’ but supported a new arti- 
cle asking to rezone the parcel to Industrial 
G, a zone with less restrictive require- 
ments. Town counsel considers that “‘spot 
zoning,’’ Mahony said, but he called it ‘a 
more appropriate way to handle it. They 
can’t even erect a flagpole there now,’’ he 
added. 

That article will appear as Article 23 on 
the warrant. 

Two articles were withdrawn: one, a 
request to install a private pumping station 
that the manager said should come before 
the sewer commissioners rather than town 
meeting; and one that asked town meeting 
to consider ‘anything else that may prop- 
erly come before this board.’’ 

Indicating that he expects the 1983 annual 
meeting to last two nights, Mahony told the 
board he had arranged the warrant articles 
to put ‘‘the most controversial stuff’’ at the 
end. 

The last articles include a resolution on 
jogging (50), a plan to sell Memorial Hall 
Library to a developer for renovations and 
then buy it back (54), funding for a down- 
town parking garage (55 — see story, page 
one), and improvements to River Road 
(56). 

The meeting is scheduled to convene 
April 4 at the renovated Memoria! Auditori- 
um at Doherty Junior High School.

WASHINGTON - On Feb. 
8, the Soviet Union launched 
a new missile for the second 
time in four months. The 
test launch violated three 
specific provisions of the 
SALT II treaty. 

It is a fact that SALT II 
has never been ratified. But 
both the United States and 
the Soviet Union have infor- 
mally promised to abide by 
it. For example, the United 
States is putting ree 
devices on B-52 bombers 
that carry nuclear cruise 
missiles. That is one of 
SALT II’s requirements. 

But the Russians’ missile 
test blows SALT II sky-high. 
We can tell you the exclu- 
sive details of that missile 
launch.

Oct. 26. As it happened, the 
test was a failure. But still, 
Soviet Ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin told the State 
Department it was their one 
new missile. The one that 
was launched on Feb. 8, 
therefore, would be a second 
missile under SALT II 
terms. 

- The third violation 
involves encoding the radio 
signals from the missile. 
This means that U.S. track- 
ers can’t read the missile’s 
transmissions to tell if it is 
in compliance with SALT II. 

Putting all of a missile’s 
radio signals in code is for- 
bidden by the treaty. Intelli- 
gence sources told my asso- 
ciate Dale Van Atta that this 
is the first time the Soviets 
have pulled that little trick - 
- at least, it’s the first time 
they've put 100 percent of 
their missile’s transmissions 
into code. 

How the Kremlin’s appar- 
ent violations of SALT II 
will be viewed in the White 
House is not yet clear. But it 
may mean that President 
Reagan will no longer insist 
that the Pentagon observe 
the provisions of the unrati- 
fied SALT II treaty. 

ELDERLY VICTIMS: 
There is a whole class of 
Americans who feel particu- 
larly vulnerable to the crim- 
inals in our midst. They are 
the elderly, our senior citi- 
zens. 

Older people are tempting 
targets for criminals. They 
have money - their life 
savings. Generally, they’re 


physically weak. Some of 
them are not as sharp men- 
tally as they used to be. And 
they suffer from another 
disadvantage: They are sur- 
vivors of an age when life 
was yd when Ameri- 
cans he one another 
instead of trying to rob and 
cheat their neighbors. 

Unfortunately, senior citi- 
zens’ fears are borne out by 
the statistics. Investigators 
for Sen, John Heinz, R-Pa., 
asked law-enforcement offi- 
cials around the country for 
facts about crimes against 
the elderly. States and inves- 
tigators report: 

“Overall, consumer and 
economic frauds directed at 
the elderly are widespread 
and pervasive, touching 
nearly every aspect of sen- 
ior citizens’ lives.” 

In fact, more than 80 per- 
cent of the law-enforcement 
experts who responded to 
the congressional question- 
naire said the elderly are 
more frequently defrauded 
than the general population. 

What are the top 10 frauds 
perpetrated — the 
elderly? According to the 
survey, it’s appalling but 
true that quackery and-other 
medical frauds head the list. 
Obviously, this is an area 
where older Americans are 
most vulnerable. 

Next on the list of frauds 
are home repairs, bunco 
schemes and insurance 
swindles. Then come land 
and investment frauds, nurs- 
re home rip-offs, automo- 
bile cheating and - last but 


not least + funeral frauds. 

It’s significant that the 
con ional survey con- 
clu that many of the 
schemes used to bilk older 
Americans involve use of 
the mails. Yet on the last 
day of the lame-duck session 
of Congress last year, Sen. 
James McClure, R-Idaho, 
singlehandedly blocked a 
bill that would have given 
the Postal Service greater 
eT to go after mail 
raud. 

Fortunately, the bill has 
been introduced in the new 
session of Congress. And 
Sen. Heinz is sponsoring a 
bill that would compensate 
crime victims, including the 
elderly. It’s the least we can 
do for our senior citizens. 

HEADLINES AND FOOT- 
NOTES: The Defense Intelli- 
gence Agency has been 
granted new powers over its 
civilian employees. The new 
regulations allow DIA offi- 
cials to fire an employee for 
any reason, permit no 
appeal, and exempt the 
records from independent 
scrutiny.

The decision was made on a three-two 
vote, with Chairman Richard Neal and Su- 
san Poore voting against a motion made by 
Donald Robb. 

School administrators estimate that elim- 
inating the traditional program will allow 
the schools to cut two teachers, at a $40,000 
Savings. 

The committee requested a report from 
the administration on how closing the pro- 
gram will effect the elementary system, 
and how the needs of the traditional stu- 
dents will be met. 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert said he 
would also return with a look at whether the 
school department could afford to maintain 
the traditional program next year after all. 

The traditional program, offered as an 
alternative to the core contemporary pro- 
gram since 1976, offers elementary stu- 
dents a more structured learning 
environment: they work with one teacher in 
one classroom for the entire school day, 
rather than move to a different room with a 
different teacher for each subject. 
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Long-Threatened Traditional School 
Program Falls Victim To Budget Axe

Students in the program are at or above 
the achievement level for their grade, and 
are usually placed in the program at their 
parents’ request. All traditional classes are 
held at West Elementary. 

There are currently 211 students enrolled 
in the traditional program, Seifert told the 
board, 157 of them students who live in the 
West Elementary district and would contin- 
ue to attend that school. Of the remaining 
children, 23 are from the South School dis- 
trict, 11 from Sanborn, and 20 from Ban- 
croft. 

The four elementary school principals 
believe they can provide a ‘‘more struc- 
tured environment” within the contempo- 
rary program to serve former traditional 
students, the superintendent said. He added 
that the contrast between the two programs 
is not as great as it once was, because the 
contemporary program has become more 
structured in recent years, while the tradi- 
tional program has become less structured. 

Poore moved to leave the traditional pro- 
gram intact next year, but her motion was 
not seconded. Noting that the committee 
has discussed cutting the program as a 
cost-saving measure for the past four 
years, she questioned why it was ‘‘suddenly 
now for sale for $40,000.”’ 

She added that because the program has 
“received a death knell come every budget 
cycle’’ in recent years, parents have proba- 
bly hesitated to enroll their children in it. 
Asking why the committee was voting to

Developer Receives 
Tea Lots Approval 


The Planning Board last week gave its 
final okay to developer Arthur Kalogianis’ 
plans to build 32 houses on the tea lots off 
Ballardvale Road and Woburn Street. Con- 
struction is expected to begin in April or 
May. 
Included among the conditions the plan- 
ners set upon approval of the clustered 
subdivision last Tuesday are provisions to 
protect permanent open space, and the pri- 


vacy of neighbors in existing homes. 

The new homes in the ‘‘Tea Lots Estates”’ 
will be clustered around two cul-de-sacs, 
one off Ballardvale Road and one off Wo- 
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burn Street, both near the South School. The 
site had belonged to Andover until town 
officials swapped it for conservation land 
on Pole Hill in Ballardvale last year, fol- 
lowing long and complicated negotiations 
with Kalogianis. 

The lots will include septic systems and 
will be served by town water brought in 
from Ballardvale Street. 

Plans for open space within the cluster 
development include a “green screen” 
around each cul-de-sac, as well as open 
space behind the new roadway off Woburn 
Street, and a ten-foot wide strip of trees 
shielding neighboring Tilton Lane from the 
tea lots homes. 

The board’s conditions for approval speci- 
fy that trees in the buffer zone may be 
pruned only for maintenance, and may only 
be cut down with the approval of Andover’s 
superintendent of Parks and Grounds Main- 
tenance. Only dead or seriously diseased 
trees, or those left in ‘dangerous condition 
due to storms or other forces’’, may be 
removed. 

In addition, the planners have stipulated 
that the developer must ‘‘make every ef- 
fort’ to protect treés and shrubs on the site 
during construction, and may not use the 
open space to store or bury debris during 
construction. 

Planner Russ Moran raised a question on 
a recent memo from Public Health Direc- 
tor Everett Penney, Jr., which stated that 
problems with septic systems at the tea lots 
could contaminate groundwater supplies. 

Community Development and Planning 
Director Jonathan Gilmore answered that 
while ‘‘the concern is legitimate,’ it is ‘‘not 
at all clear’ that the tea lots subdivision 
poses any special problems. He pointed out 
that the Board of Health had unanimously 
approved plans for the subdivision. 

In a Feb. 8 memo to the planning board, 
Gilmore wrote that ‘‘groundwater contami- 
nation concerns cannot be effectively dis- 
cussed in the context of the subdivision 
approval process. A less hurried, more de- 
tached atmosphere is necessary to consider 
the subject.” 

The board voted unanimously to approve 
final plans for the tea lots; Chairman Jerry 
Greer was absent.

Why New Commaberst 


In the face of difficult economic times and a 
municipal dilemma over meeting the ‘rigorous’ 
standards of Proposition 24, it seems appropriate 
to question the need for the purchase of new 
computer equipment by the town. 

The school committee a week ago approved on a 
3-0-1 vote the town’s purchase of two new, compan- 
ion computers. These would replace two units 
purchased only a few years ago and found to be 
lacking in responding to the town’s needs. 

There is the forecast that the present town- 
owned equipment could be sold at a favorable 
price and that the total purchase cost of the new 
machinery would amount to $72,400. 

But, there would appear to be some unanswered 
questions or even some observations to examine 
before going into new computer hardware. 

First and foremost, the present equipment was 
purchased within the past five years. The acquisi- 
tion of that machinery was accomplished only 
after a lengthy study by a specially-named com- 
puter study advisory committee. 

That group spent months going over what the 
town would need in the line of computer equip- 
ment. When the needs were assessed and various 
options examined, the study committee submitted 
its report and recommendations to the administra- 
tors and the equipment was purchased. 

Following the acquisition, personnel were speci- 
fically trained over a period of time to adequately 
handle the many operations required to bring 
various Andover procedures into the computer 
age. 

Town hall was redesigned in order to accommo- 
date the equipment, as well as space found within 
the school department for its computer opera- 
tions. 

Now, all of that is apparently outdated, and the 
question would appear to be not so much obsoles- 
cence, but a desire for more modern up-to-date 
equipment. 


= 
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It is suggested that in this computer age, ma- 
chinery and equipment becomes outdated rapidly, 
but is still adequate, functional and retained by 
many operating in the private industry sector. 

New technologies are often desirous, but realis- 
tically and economically not within reasonable 
businesslike means. 


The present equipment was found to be inade- 
quate by a Boston-based consultant or computer 
firm, which could be considered understandable. 
Such findings are easy to come by in this day and 
age. As easy as that finding could be justified, 
another consultant, or firm, could well find And- 
over’s equipment superior to that being used in 
some other community. 


As for the ‘bottom line’ of $72,400 for the new 
equipment. This assumes that the present equip- 
ment would be sold for what it is estimated, and 
the funds applied to the budgetary process for the 
coming fiscal year. Failing that, the expense of the 
initial $200,000 new equipment purchase is borne 
within that financial planning calendar. 

There are complaints of down time, incompati- 
bility of the school-town computers now operating, 
and the increased applications on the current ma- 
chinery. 


Frankly much of this could be accomplished 
through some adequate planning and assigning and 
possibly upgrading the technology and equipment 
available to be applied to the present machinery. 

The purchase suggested may well resolve a lot of 
problems. But, as in the case of the computers 
already here, which were the ultimate answer 
when acquired, will this new equipment be around 
only a few years and found to be wanting? 

It would seem a more prudent course to apply 
funds to areas better suited to meeting more vital 
needs of the town, than to expend monies toward 
putting some gloss on a functional operation.

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Revised Cluster Plans Viewed 


The Planning Board he!d public hearings 
on new plans for two proposed cluster de- 
velopments last week, after the board had 
rejected the original plans for each subdivi- 
sion. 

During two brief hearings last Tuesday 
night, engineer Paul Ferrante of Dana F. 
Perkins Associates presented plans for 
“Clearview Acres,”’ to be located off Blan- 
chard Street, and ‘“‘Raven’s Bluff,’’ to be 
built off River Road. 

T.D.J. Development Corp. proposes a 19- 


lot cluster development at the 20-acre 
Clearview Acre site, with six acres of open 
space. A former gravel pit, the parcel is 
located near the Tewksbury line. Last 
week’s hearing was held on a request for a 
special permit to cluster. 


The planners denied the original plans for 
the site several weeks ago because they 
wanted to see a larger buffer zone between 
the new homes and a Blanchard Street 


piggery. 


Bottle Bill Working 
Proponent Insists 


The new Massachusetts bottle bill is in- 
deed working, and higher prices consumers 
are now paying for beverages will come 
down in time, according to Dana Duxbury, 
151 Hidden Road, a long-time pro-bottle bill 
activist on the local, state and national 
levels 

Problems during the initial period after 
the bottle law goes into effect, she says, are 
usually the same in every state where there 
is a bottle bill: Consumers must get into the 
habit of returning bottles and cans, pay 
higher prices, especially for beer, some- 
times wait in lines at their grocery store to 
return beverage containers. And there is 
the initial confusion of not knowing which 
stores will accept which returnables. 

But Duxbury maintains the advantages of 
the new law will outweigh the disadvan- 
tages. She says no state has ever repealed a 
bottle bill. And she asks, what is a clean 
environment worth? 


With the bottle bill in effect, beverage 
containers will no longer litter the road- 
ways or be thrown out with the trash — they 
will instead be headed towards recycling, 
according to the Andover resident, who 
says 95 percent of beverage containers are 
being returned to stores in bottle bill states. 

Higher beverage prices, she says, have 
resulted in part because bottlers waited 
until the last minute to prepare for the 
bottle bill, and the bottlers also had to 
estimate what their own costs of complying 
with the new law would be. She adds that 
some normal price increases, unassociated 
with the bottle bill, have probably also 
occurred. 

Higher prices will eventually come down, 
according to Duxbury, as more and more 
refillable containers come onto the market. 

She also points out that within the higher 
prices, consumers are paying for what used 
to be the cost of litter control.

Last week Ferrante explained that in the 
revised plans, there will be no houses with 
frontage on Blanchard Street; the closest 
homes will be at least 200 feet from Blan- 
chard Street. The access roadway onto 
Blanchard will be located beyond the pigg- 
ery, he added. 

Abutter Stanley Nabydoski of Blanchard 
Street asked what would be done with a 
filled-in pond on the site, which he called ‘‘a 
big mudhole’’ and a hazard. Ferrante said 
he was unfamiliar with that pond, but would 
“look into it.’ 

Developer Harlan P. Newton submitted 
definitive plans and a request for a special 
permit to cluster a 16-lot subdivision on the 
15-acre Raven’s Bluff site, leaving five 
_acres of open space. That subdivision would 
be located off River Road, southwest of 
Boutwell Road. 

The planners had rejected the developer’s 
preliminary plans because he wanted to 
locate the required open space across River 
Road from the houses. Special Town Coun- 
sel Thomas Arnold advised the planners 
that two tracts separated by a roadway 
would constitute two subdivisions rather 
than one, making Newton’s plans unaccep- 
table. 

Ferrante told the planners the revised 
plan called for leaving open space around 
the edges of the subdivision, abutting exist- 
ing conservation land that belongs to the 
Andover Village Improvement Society, and 
in a field near the center. The house lots 
have been planned to leave steep slopes at 
the back of the site untouched.

State Representative Sue Tuck- 
er will be available to meet with 
Andover townspeople from 2 to 4 
p.m.

The representative said she wel- 
comes citizens to drop in at any 
time to ask questions or share 
their concerns with her; no ap- 
pointment is necessary.

Tucker plans to meet with And- 
over residents on the first and 
third Friday of every month at 
Town Hall. 


The plan would also see four homes at the 
end of the subdivision cul-de-sac clustered 
around one long shared driveway, which 
would remain a private roadway. The 
houses would overlook the Merrimack Riv- 
er. 

Community Development and Planning 
Director Jonathan Gilmore indicated that 
he found both plans to be improvements 
over the originals. 

Following their policy of not voting dur- 
ing public hearings, the planners deferred 
action on both subdivisions until a future 
meeting. By statute they have an April 22 
deadline to act on Clearview Acres, and a 
March 26 deadline for definitive plans and 
May 23 deadline for the cluster permit on 
Raven’s Bluff.

There were no tournament championships this past week for

able to us. We have to consider the needs of 
all the children before the wants of some 
parents.”’ 

The committeeman moved to eliminate 
the program ‘‘on the grounds that under 
present circumstances, everything is up for 
serious review. I’m not convinced of a dem- 
onstrated need for this program in the con- 
text of the overall system. 

“In the long run, it’s not merely a budget- 
ary item,”’ he added, explaining that it was 
time for the committee to make a decision 
on the future of the program. ‘‘We have to 
come to closure on the traditional pro- 
gram.”’ 

Neal said he would oppose Robb’s motion 
because students now enrolled in the Tradi- 
tional program ‘“‘deserve an opportunity to 
finish out the program.’’ Robb amended his 
motion to include fifth-and sixth-grade 
classes next year and sixth-grade classes 
the following year. 

A number of parents urged the commit- 
tee to maintain the traditional alternative. 
Paul Kriz of Smithshire Estates said he was 
“totally disgusted’ by the committee’s de- 
cision because a grassroots committee of 
parents asked to study the system had rec- 
ommended leaving the program intact. 

However, Elsie Wu, a member of the 
grassroots committee, said members were 
asked ‘‘general questions’’ about their own 
schools, and were not asked to comment on 
the traditional program. She said it was

“not true’ that all committee members 
were satisfied with the program, saying it 
“falls short in many aspects.” 

Joseph Howard of Livingston Circle 
asked, ‘‘Isn’t need a point of view?’’ He said 
he doubted that the needs of the traditional 
students could be met within the contempo- 
rary program. 

And Deborah Blais of West Parish Drive 
said funds for the program represented 
‘“‘money well spent” because ‘‘there are 
children who need this — there is a need for 
certain students.” 

Andover Education Association President 
Steven Jankauskus told the committee they 
were taking a ‘‘totally backwards ap- 
proach’’ to the question by eliminating the 
program first, and then requesting a study 
on the impact of eliminating it. ‘It seems 
like the first time when a program has been 
presumed guilty until proven innocent,’’ he 
said. 

And teacher Gerald Grasso got into a 
shouting match with Neal when he main- 
tained that the committee should be cutting 
funding from administration rather than 
the classroom budget. Neal told Grasso he 
was out of order because the administration 
was not the topic at hand, but the teacher 
continued to speak as Neal pounded his 
gavel.

Measles 


The Massachusetts 
Department of Public 
Health’s (DPH) Division 
of Communicable Dis- 
eases notified colleges 
and universities through- 
out the Commonwealth 
to beware of possible 
measles outbreaks 
among students. This 
warning followed a re- 
cent alert issued by the 
U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control about measles 
outbreaks at several col- 
leges in Indiana. 

Massachusetts state 
law requires children en- 
tering kindergarten be 
immunized against mea- 
sles, mumps, rubella, 
diptheria, whooping 
cough, tetanus and polio. 
Therefore, younger chil- 
dren in the state are pro- 
tected against these 
diseases. Children and 
young adults entering 
from ouside the state to 
attend schools and col- 
leges, however, are of- 
ten not immunized and 
may import cases of 
measles or contract the 
disease if exposed to in- 
fection. 

Massachusetts has not 
had a resident case of 
measles for the past 20 
months. The three re- 
ported cases were 
brought into the state by 
non-residents.

the Heartland parcel is larger, the town 
would pay the cost of installing utilities to 
serve both the mall and the garage. 
Finlayson and Webster have agreed to the 
proposal, which must be approved by town 
meeting. The manager estimated that the 
cost to the town, including design, landscap- 
ing and utilities, will be $3.2 million. Finlay- 
son said the developers have yet to estimate

lot fairly soon, the manager said, but con- 
struction of the garage would not begin 
until fiscal 1984.
